AT JACKSON PARK. 


A Legal Technicality That May Aid 
the Unemployed Rioters—W. S. 
Maxwell for Horticultural

Cnicaco, Feb. 16.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| President Gage of the 
World’s Tair directory, sent a letter 
to Mayor Cregier today calling bis at- 
tention to cases of intimidation of 
working men by the unemployed at 


Jackson Park, the danger of serious 
labor riots, and the necessity of police 
protection. Te Mayor directed the 
corporation counsel to draw up an 
opinion, and the conclusion was 
reached that the city could not 
undertake to keep a force of police 
on the grounds in anticipation of 
trouble, but incase of riot police would 
be sent to suppressit. The request for 
such force, however, must come from 
the Park Commissioners, not from the 
contractors or World’s Fair Officials, 
although the commissioners are not on 
the ground and are seldom in session. 
The main points made in the counclu- 
sion are: First, that the parks are 
under direct control of the commis- 
sioners aud provided with their own 
police force, and therefore the 
city has no right inter- 
fere except by the request of 
the Park Commissioners; second, if the 
report istrue that the Italians em- 
ployed are aliens, they are not entitled 
to police protection, as under an act 
passed by the State Legislature in 188%, 
itis made unlawful for any board, 
commission, officer or contractor, act- 
ing for or under any municipality, to 
employ aliens. The point is made that 
this law is applicable because the city 
has raised $5,000,000 on bonds in sup- 
port of the fair.

| What the Appropriation Bills 
_Will Call For. 


Message From the Governor on fhe 
Death of Gen. Sherman. 
Hundreds of Measures Doomed to a 
Legislative Death. 


Only Seventeen More Salaried Days 
of the Present Session—Dan 
Burns to Take the Field 
Again.

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 16.—[By the As- 
sociated l’ress.} The Legislature re- 
sured business this afternoon, but as 
usual on Mondays very little of gen- 
eral interest took plack. The mostim- 
portant event from the standpoint of 
the tax-payers, was the Ways and 
| Means Committee's report to the As 
| somnbiy of general appropriation bills. 
Mr. Dibble of San Francisco, in pre- 
senting the report, called attention to 
| the superior economical showing of the 
| the superios this haw as compared with 
its predecessor of two years ago. The 
aggregate of general appropriations 
this year is $5,995,657, a decrease of 
$548,758. Mr. Dibbie ‘said his commit- 
tee had allowed $215,000 for agri- 
cultural fairs, an inerease of 
$40,000 over the appropriations 
of 1889. The sum of $10,120,000 
can be raised by a tax of 50 cents on 
$100 of state assessed valuation. In 
addition to the items provided for in 
the general appropriation bills, the 
necessary expenditures for schools, in- 
terest on sinking funds, State Univer: 
sity, etc., will run up the appropria-. 
tions to $9,307.395. This leaves @ 
margin of #812,605 for miscellaneous 
expenses. Deducting $300,000 for the 
World’s Fair there is left $512,605. 
The item of #600,000 for the publication 
of State text books isdropped from the 
general appropriation bill and will 
have to be provided for in a special 
bill which will bring up an interesting 
discussion on the question of whether 
the State had better publish its own 
books or purchase them from pereate 
firms.

RESERVOIR SITE NO. 4, 

The report of the special committee ap- 
pointed to investigate as to the title to res- 
ervoir site No. 4 was taken up. The report 
of the committee gave a history of the title 
of the city to thesite of the reservoir. It 
came from a canal and dam company, which 
owned a right to overflow sixty acres of land, 
the city paying $8000 for it. The easement 
allowed the construction of a 40-foot dam. 
A 25-foot dam was put at the reservoir, that 
being as high as the public satety would 
aliow. When the water is within. ten feet 
of the top of this dam the water covers 15 
1-100 acres; when it reaches the top 28 and 
98-100 are covered. The proposition now is 
to deed to the owners of the reservoir the 
northerly one-half of the site, and for the 
owners to entirely deed the southerly one- 
half two the city “tor park and reservoir pur-

Finally, thougb, the report of the com- 
mittee was adopted, the understanding 
being the expense was not increased to the 
city, but thatthe candle power of certain 
“other lights now existing was to be de- 
creased and given to the new localities.

The matterofacity corral came up next. 
The Land Committee reported recommend- 
ing that the site offered by Mrs. Madigan be 
accepted and a lease drawn up at $20 pez 
mouth.

WATER 

‘The report of t2e Committee of the Whole 
fixing water rates for the year commencing 
July 1, 1891 was submitted by Chairman 
Rhodes. ‘The ordinance was read by the 
clerk. Councilman Alford moved tc amend 
the ordinance by making the rate for a 
three-roomed house 75 cents, with ten cents 
for each additional room. 

Councilman Rhodes thought that the re- 
port as made by the committee should stand 
without change. 

The report ofthe City Attorney bearing 
upon the subject was read as follows: 

“I beve drawn in accordance with the 
instructions of your committee an ordinance 
fixing the water sates forthe coming year.

for applying a ineter toa private residence 
if Case water was being wasied, 
would be to any other consumer. For the 
reason ain of the opinion thai the 
proviso in section 3, that that section shail 
apply only to ilawus and private residences 
should be stricken out. By making the 
change in section 2, as I suggest, so that 
the water companies shall have a right to 
appry a ineter to the consumer, does away 
with the necessity of section 4, which. sec- 
tion, in my opinion, delegatesto the Water 
Committee, or altemmpss tadelegate to that 
committee the power to sit and judicially 
determine whether or not there is a waste 
of water. 1 believe that no such power 
could be delegated to the committee; be- 
sides, that clause is so imperfectly drawn 
tbat in case it should appear that there was 
a large waste of water, there is no provision 
made for the payment for the amount of 
water wasted, except the arbitrary sum of 
$2, regardiess of the fact of how much 
water was wasted and whether it was worth 
50 cents or $0.. By making the —— l 
have suggested the whole matter will be 
equalized, provided that the mefer rate is 
fixed in proportion to the houserate. 1 
suppose that in fixing the rate--say of a 
five-room house, you have estimated the 
probable amount of water which will be 
used by the ordinary sized family occupy- 
ing such a house fora month, and in mak- 
ing the heuse rate you have based your cal- 
culations on the amount which should be 
paidupon the amount of water which would 
probably be used. By dividing the 
wtal house rate by the estimated amount of 
water in cubic feet or gallons you will get 
the rate by the cubic foot or gallon, which, 
in my opinion, stiould be the meter rate. 
In other words, that it should not make 
any difference to the consumer where 
water is not wasted, whether he 
is charged by the house rate or the meter 
rate, and having thus fixed the meter rate iu 
proportion to the beuse rate no injustice 
wili be done to a consumer by thw com- 
pany’s placing a meter at its own, cost to 
measure his consumption of water. but as 
you have it arranged now it strikes me that 
the meter rate is intended niore to punish 
the water cousumer than to equalize his 
water rate.” 

Counciiman Niekeli moved that the ordi- 
nance be referred to the City Attorney and 
the Water Committee fer awenaiment with 
instructions to report at the afternoon 
session. 

A recess was then taken until 1:50 0’¢lock. 


Afternoon Session. 

The Council met at 1:30 o’clock, with 
President Bongall in the chair and all the 
members present with the exception of 
Councilman ‘Tufts, who came in at 2 
o'clock. 

Consideration of the City Attorney’s re- 
port was resumed, and two ordinances, 
which were reported—one fixing the salary 
of the City Justice’s cierk, and the other 
making it unlawful to kill song birds in the 
city limits—were passed under a suspension 
of the rules, 

ln the matter of the opening of Second 
= the City Attorney reported as fol- 

ows: 

“An ordinance changing the name of 
Davies street having been passed by the 
Council, while the ordinance for the open- 
ing of said street was still under considera- 
tion, Lhave drawn a new ordinance for the 
opening of said street uoder its new name, 
and herewith present thé same to the Coun- 
cil. It is also so drawn as to meet the objec- 
tions of the Superior Court ia a recent case 
decided.” 

ln this connection a communication was 
read from property-owners asking that 
East Second street be speedily opened, 
after which the ordMauce was passed unan- 
imsously under a suspension of the rules, 

Councilman McGarry cailed attention to 
the fact that the Sécond Street Railroad 
Company had been instructed to place their 
tracks on grade, and had paid no attention 
to the order. He therefore moved that the 
City Attorney be instructed to commence ac- 
tion against the company, which motion 
prevailed by a yote. 

The City Attorneygalso presented an ordi- 
nance calling a speciai election for Mareh 
6th for the purpose of submitting the ques- 
tion tothe people of funding a portion of 
the city’s debt, which passed under suspen- 
sion of the rules. 

The remainder of the City Attorney’s re- 
port was then read, as follows, aud action 
taken as indicated: 

“About three years ago H. W. Latham 
brought an action against the city to quiet 
title to the property koown as the Piaza 
Engine House, which action was tried be- 
fore | came into office, and was decided by 
Judge Hutton in favor of Latham. By ia- 
structions of the Council 1 prepared the 
case ob appeal te the Supreme Court, which 
court about two weeks ago affirmed the de- 
cision of Judge Hutton and decided that the 
city had no title to this lot. From my 
knowledge of the case 1 am satisfied that it 
would be a useless expenditure of money to 
apply fora rehearing in the matter, and 1 
therefore recommend that the Council take 
steps to either rent this property, if it is any 
longer desired for engine-house purposes, 
or else move out.”” Finance Committee. 

“In July, 1886, the city entered intoa 
contract in writing with W. T. Wiiliams by 
which itagreed in consideration of his as- 
sisting the City Attorney in all litigation 
concerning the opeving of Los Angeles 
street, that the city would pay him $1000. 
After the street had been opened Wiliiams 
presented his demand for the #1000, which 
was rejected by the Conncil, and he brought 
an actior thereon, which case wastried by 
a jury before Judge Wade, and judgment 
rendered in favor of Williams for the full 
amount. He proved upon trial of the case 
that he had assisted in preparing the origi- 
nal papersand assisted Judge McKinley, 
who was then City yy and that be 
had offered his services to Mr. Daly, who 
succeeded Judge McKiuley, and also to 
myseli. ‘The court held that the offer of 
bis services was all that was neces- 
sary, if they were declined. I gave 
notice of appeal to the Supreme Court, since 

which Mr. Williams has offered tu take 
$1000 in full for bis claim, interest and 
costs, and believing that this judgwent will 
be aftirmed by the Supreme Court, I do not 
feel like putting the city tothe expense 
of priuting transcript and briefs, and there- 
fore recommend thet he be paid the sum of 
$1000, in full of his judgmeat.” Finance 
Comiunittee. 

“In the suit of Yarnell against the city of 
Los Angeles, the Supreme Court hag de- 
cided that the section of our charter pro- 
viding for the loaning of the city’s movey 
is unconstitutional. Believing that the de- 
cision is not right 1 shail ask the Supreme 
Court for a rehearing of the case in bank, 
aud I ask to be permitted to have such pe- 
tition pritted.” Finance Committee,

THE IMPROVEMENT OF HIGH- 
WAYS, 


There is considerable prejudice, on

| mMportance, and makes up for many 


shortcomings—whatever they may be 
—in other directions. This. is the de- 
termined effort that is being made by 
the League of American Wheel- 
men to bring about an  im- 
provement in the roads of the 
,country. With this object in. view 
a neat booklet: bas been issued by 
the league, containing a series of arti- 
cles on the subject of making and care 


teresting as well as valuable, and 
should bé carefully read by every 
board of supervisors and roadmaster 
in the State. It is interesting to see 
that public interest in the subject of 
improved highways is increasing, to 
judge from the fact that 15,000 copies 
of this little book* were sold in less 
than seven months. —- 

It has been suggested that the de- 
gree of a nation’s civilization might be 
gauged by the condition of its roads. 
As the Ledgue observes, this would be 
a mortifying test to apply to our own 
couutry, for it would place us not only 
below France, where all the country 
roads are said to be actually swopt ev- 
ery morniug, and Germany and Eng- 
land, but even below eome of the 
States of Asia and Northern Africa. 
The difference between a good road 
and a bad one was accurate- 
ly demonstrated by Gen. Q. A. Gil- 
more’s experiments with a dynamom- 
eter, which proved that any one of the 
better class of permanent roadways 
would enable a team todraw on the 
level about four times the amount 
drawn on acommon dirt road, and by 
the statement of Clemens Herschel, 
civilengineer, that on the roads of 
England a horse can perform twice as 
much work asthe same animal could 
accomplish in America. The writer 
of the pamphlet says: 


That such considerations are not more 
generally recognized is to be explained 
only by: the fact that the greater 
partof the people of the United States 
nover saw a good road, and know nothing 
of the economy with which one can be 
maintained, or the comfort which the use 
ofone confers. The “sandpapered” roads 
in the suburbs of Boston and the Valley 
Pike fof Virginia—over which Sheridan’s 
horses hauled locomotives—have a kind of 
natioual fame, a8 something almost phe- 
nomenal, whereas there is no reason why 
all the main roads, in the thickly settied 
parts of the country at least, shouid not-ap- 
proach .as high a standard. Indeed, the 
better roads in the United States are usually 
found where the natural conditions were so 
bad that the ordinary crude and wasteful 
expedients were out of the question. 
The fine drives in the  neighbor- 
hood of some summer resort also show 
that good roads can be had, whatever the 
obstacies to overcome, when the demand 
for them is urgent. There can be no doubt 
that when a community has learned the 
benefits whici good roads confer, and the 
actual economy of their construction and 
inaintenance, a revolution in the methods 
of caring for highways will sweep over it. 


In England a Road Improvement 
Association gathers and distributes in- 
formation regarding the proper main- 
tenance of the roada, and keeps alive 
interest in the subject. In the United 
States a movement for better roads— 
chiefly effected by the wheelman—has 
begun in Georgia, Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey and Massachusetts. 

In Southern California, owing to our 
climatic condition—a long, dry season, 
without showers, and then fre- 
quent rains during a period of three 
or four months—the keeping of 
roads in good order is a more 
than usually difficult task and 
demands special study. It is a 
very important matter to us, as, be- 
sides the agricultaral view of the case, 
there is also the esthetic side, which 
also involves a question of money. 
Many of our visitors from the East are 
people who enjoy driving. They would 
often stay longer if we had good roads 
and this section would be more popular 
in every way as a resort. Suppose we 
bad hard, level roads, lined with trees, 
good at all seasons of the year; leading 
in every direction from Los Angeles, 
would it not be a vast improvement? 
It is our deliberate opinion that 
this most desirable consummation 
could be achieved with the money now 
spent—or supposed to be spent on our 
roads—if judiciously applied. 

The pamphlet referred to contains 
most valuable information as to the 
approved methods of building durable 
roads. It is impossible even to outline 
this information in a limited space. 
All who are interested in the subject 
should secure a copy of the work.

THE DEAD KING.

King Kalakaua’s Body -Restored t 
His Sorrowing People. 


How the Island Capital Received th 
Sad Surprise.- 


Palace — Queen Liliuokalanl 


Situation. 


Honouvucv (H. L.,) Feb. 7.—(Special 
Correspondence of Tne Times.| When 
the sun plunged into the Pacific on 
the evening of Wednesday, January 
28, it left among the obstructions of

King, who was expected home from 
his visit to the United States by the 
United States flagship Charleston on 
the following Saturday. The only 
questions were whether the ship had 
sailed from San Francisco on the 27th, 
and whether it was in her to make the

Thursday, the 29th, had only dawned 
when the incredible message wag tele- 
phoned from the Diamond Head look- 


sight. The supplementary part of the 
message made the former word sadly 


credible. “Stars and Stripes and 
the Hawaiian: flag at half- 
mast.”” This was enough. The

far ahead of time excepting upon an 
extraordinary errand. Lither she had 
hastened away on adesperate endeavor 
to let King Kalakaua die in his own 
dominion, and the attempt had proved 
vain from his dying at sea, or his death 
on the Pacific Coast had hurried the 
ete his native strand for honored 
urial. 

“It might be the Chamberlain, or the 
Aide, or one of the officers of the ship, 
died on the voyage?”’ some ventured to 
suggest. The answer to all such was 
swift and irresistible: “If the King 
was not dead or expecting soon to die, 
the Charleston would not be here at 
this time.”’? The worst was soon proved 
to be the truth, as affirmed by signals 
from the Charleston to the U. 8. 8S. 
Mohican, when the former rounded the 
beads, and later by the réturn of a 
steam launch sent from the Mohican. 

Flags were immediately put at half- 
mast and the yards crossed on the 
Mohican and H. B. M.S. Nymphe. One 
after another flags on the mercantile 
marine dropped into mourning posi- 
tion; also the government, diplomatic, 
consular and private flags on shore. 
Hon. Samuel Parker, member of the 
Privy Council and of the House of 
Nobles, bore to the widowed Queen 
and the queened sister at the palace 
verbal confirmation of their high- 
pitched fears.

Shepard of the Mohican accompanied 
him and presented him to Admiral 
Brown, who immediately entrusted 
Mr. Carter with all the official dis- 
patches for the Hawaiian government. 
Mr. Carter, who is a brother of the 
Hawaiian Minister at Washington, has 
also long enjoyed the confidence of 
Princess, now Queen Liliuokalani, 
and his wife has been her closest com- 
panion of all foreign lady residents for 
many years. These circumstances, it 
may be said in passing, cause a general 
belief that if Her Majesty makes any 
cbanges in the cabinet before next 
session of the Legislature, Mr. Carter 
will be a minister, and probably the 
premier. 

Judge McCully, presiding at the Jan- 
uary, term of the Supreme Court, at the 
hour of opening adjourned the court 
for the day, stating he should have 
done so for longer only that a trial was 
half finished. The schools were also 
dismissed in honor of the lamented 
King. Business houses in the Euro- 
pean quarter were generally closed, 
and the work of draping buildings with 
mourning began on ali sides. Crowds 
of all nationalities swarmed to the 
water-front to witness the entrance of 
the noble flagship. 

It was 10 o’clock when the Charles- 
ton came siowly steaming in the wind- 
ing passage through the reef. The 
Hawaiian flag trailed half-high on the 
mainmast, below Admiral Brown’s flag 
at the head. The Stars and Stripes 
were half-high at the peak. Black 
crape swathed the bridges, the conning 
towers, davits, railings and cables, giv- 
ing the ship a sombre appearance, in 
painful contrast to the bright and gay 
aspect all her appointments wore as 
she steamed awav two months before 
with the living King on the quarter- 
deck, alternately waving adieus to his 
people and wiping away the irrepress- 
ible tears. As the Charleston swung 
into her anchorage abreast of the 
other warships, natiye women lifted 
up their voices in the Hawaiian wail- 
ing, customary in “rejoicing with them 
that do rejoice and mourning with 
them that mourn.’”’ This was the first 
instance of demoustrative grief in con- 
nection with the sad surprise to the 
kingdom. The natives who bore the 
largest proportion in the cosmopolitan 
crowds on the wharves and shipping, 


—_ with its mournful freight 
of their King’s remains. Regarding 
this strange fact more will be appropri- 
ate in another part of my communica- 
tion. 
.LANDING OF THE BODY. 

All day long crowds hovered on the 
water front, although by noon the 
word went round that the King’s body 
would not be tanded till 5 o’clock. 
Preparations for the fitting ceremonies 
were begun without delay. A half- 
finished arch at the landing was turned 
into a canopy of sorrow, by being 
covered with flaunting webs of erape, 
concealing its glad devices of welcome, 
which included an inscription in Ha- 
waiian, meauing, “Return to sit on 
thy tbhrone.’\. At the street corners, 
where were be be displayed nicely- 
painted portraits, royal arms and other 
symbols of rejoicing Over a returning 
monarch, the emblems of mourning 
fluttered profusely from the fronts 


of business blocks. The drap- 
ing in many cases was done 
with very gooa taste. The fire 


department had the frame of a mag- 
niticent arch erected on King street, 
within sight of the palace. It-was the 
iutention tou have made it a “living 
arch” at the King’s reception, by man- 
ning it with firemen in uniform, some- 
whatin the style of naval “manning 
the yards.”’”

present. Ateighteen minutes to five 
the Charleston started firing minute 
guns, being joined by the Mohican 
and the Hawaiianshore battery. Three 
minutes later a steam barge, closely 
followed by two rowing barges, 
wheeled into the dock. From these 
there landed Admiral Brown and staff, 
Capt. Remey and officers of the 
Charleston, Capt. Shepard and officers 
of the Mobican, Capt. ‘I'urner and ofii- 
cers of H. B. M. 8. Nymphe, Hons. C. 
P. Iaukea and Samuel Parker, under 
orders from the palace to take delivery 
of the royal remains on board the flag- 
ship, and Hon. R. Hoapili Baker, who 
accompanied the late King to Califor- 
nia as aide-de-camp. 

The third boat to appear being fitted 
a a catafalque, was easily recog- 
n as the one bearing the King’s 
Meek, It halted at the entrance to the 
d while a great flotilla swept into 
the landing in graceful curves ‘from 
opposite directions. From the boats 
were landed a body of forty United 
States marines, three companies of 
blue jackets from the Charleston, two 
Mohican, and one compeey of blue 
jackets from the Nymphe. The forces 
uumbering 230 or 240 rank and 
file, were formed in line on Fort street, 
at the foot of which the landing is sit- 
uated, and all being in readiness, the 
eatafaique drew upto the wharf at 
precisely 5 o’clock. H. H. Williams & 
Oo. had an elegant hearse, drawn by 
four black horses, in waiting, to which 
the coffin was carried by a squad of 
blue jackets over a carpeted path. 
| When removing it from the boat it 
was necessary to divest the coffin of 
the now faded floral tributes placed on 
. by sympathetic hands at San Fran- 
Cc sco. 

The body was landed at the same 
spot where the King took formal 
leave of the dignitaries of his realm 
only two short months before. A vast 
concourse was at the landing, and the 
sidewalks from thence to the palace—a 
distance of about half a mile—were 
densely crowded. The police, consid- 
ering the small number of the force, 
did service equal to *‘the finest’”’ of any 
city in regulating and restraining the 
crowd of all nations peculiar to Hono- 
lulu. Headed by the Charleston band, 
playing funeral dirges, the procession 
moved slowly through Fort and King 
streets to the palace. A company of 
United States blue jackets that was 
reserved as a guard of honor at

Immediately behind the hearse in 
carriages were Hons. C. P. Iaukea and 
Samuel Parker, Bishop Willis of St. 
Andrew’s Cathedral and his clergy, 
the ministers and foreign representa- 
tives, Admiral Brown and staff, and 
the captains and officers of the war- 
ships. These were succeeded by a 
long line of private equipages, with a 
dense mass of pedestrians closing in 
behind. 

ARRIVAL AT THE PALACE. 

The carriage drive to tbe front en- 
trance to the palace was lined most of 
the way with members of Hawaii and 
Mechanic Engine companies, H. F. 
D., of the former of which His late 
Majesty was once an active, and dur- 
ing his kingship, an honorary m+mber. 
They were dressed in their uniforms 
of red shirts and dark trousers, and 
before each fireman a burning torch 
was planted. ‘The further end of the 
line was guarded by the “Native Sons 
of Hawaii’’ uniformed in white with 
military helmets. Tothe left of the 
palace steps were stationed the yee 
Guards, while opposite was posted the 
Royal Hawaiian band. Both sides of 
the steps were lined with a score of 
retainers bearing Kahilis. A kahili is 
a symbol of rank held aloft on state 
occasions. Itis acylinder of feathers. 
resembling a muff mounted on a staff, 
and varies in size according to the rank 
represented. Nothing is more impos- 
ing in the way of display than a group 
of xabili bearers, standing like statutes 
in clerical-looking dress with tall 
plumed hats and rich feather capes. 
Male and female mele singers were 
on the first-floor veranda, chanting 
their dismal panegyrics to the dead, or 
rending the air with husky wailings. 
His late Majesty’a personal staff in 
brilliant uniform, spangled with dec- 
oration, Princess Poomaikelain and 
ladies of the court, together with many 
prominent native and foreign ladies, 
were upon the spacious arena. The 
formal reception of the body at the 
entrance devolved on his excellency, 
Minister Cummins, Hon. Jobn 
Walker, president of the legislature, 
and James W. Robertson, vice cham- 
lain. They stood just within the 
main. ballway, accompanied by Hon. 
John O. Dominis, the Queen ascen- 
dant’s consort; Hon. A. 8. Cleghorn, 
father of the now heir-apparent, Prince 
Katulani; Hon. A. F. Judd, chief jus- 
tice and chancellor; their Honors Jus- 
tices McCully. Bickerton and Dole of 
the Supreme Court, and Hon. W. G. 
Irwin, privy councilor. 

As the head of the procession ap- 
proacbed the palnes. the widowed 
Queen Kapiolani came upon the upper 
balcony, directly over the main 
trance, making a heartrending exbibi- 
tion of woe, Queen Liliuokalani also 
appeared at the same place, in view of 
the thousands assembled in and about 
the grounds, visibly convulsed with 
grief for her brother. The procession 
was given pause atthe gate to allow 
time for the bereaved women tv be 
gently led within the palace. When 
the hearse entered the groucd the 
royal band: began playing the “Dead 
March in Saul,”’ continuing it until the 
coffin was carried up the driveway and 
into the palace by blue jackets. The 
burden was deposited in the throne 
room. When it was rested Admiral 
Brown aud the principal naval officers 
were presented to Queen Liliuokalani 
in the blne room. Her Majesty was 
then escorted into the throne room, 
leaning on the arm of Minister Cum- 
mins. |

QUEEN LILIVOKALANI PROCLAIMED. 

Her Royal Highness Priacess Lili- 
uokalani, appointed Regent on the de- 
parture of Kifg Kalakaua for Califor- 
nia, took the oath of office as Queen of 
the Hawaiian Islands at 2 o’clock on 
the afternoon of January 29. Under 
the constitution promulgated by 
Kalakaua in 1887 atthe revolution, 
she was required to swear to and sub- 
scribe that constitution. This Her 
Majesty did with great deliberation, 
having asked the ministers 
if it was necessary to sign the consti- 
tution. The oath was administered 
yy Chancellor Judd in presence of the 

rivy Council of State aud the Cabi- 
net. At’ 8 o’clock the wminis- 
t issued the proclamation 
of Liliudkalani’s sovereigaty which 
Marshal Hopkins read aloud at the 
government building, and other public 
places in the city, This important 
event excited very slight interest, the 
heir apparent’s peaceful succession, in 
such an event as had occurred, having 
been a forgone conclusion. 

Amongst certain disquieting rumors 
regarding eventualities on the King’s 
returning alive, there was none of any 
trouble about the succession when the 

ibility of his returning a lifeless 
orm was discussed. There are rea- 
sons for this, which may be given in 
remarks on the political situation. 
Notice was promptly issued by the Su- 
preme Court, that, from and after the 
date of accession, ‘all warrants and 
other processes of all the Courts of this 
Kingdom must-bve in the name of Lili- 
uokalaui, by the grace of God, of 
waiian Islands, Queen.”’ 
LYING IN STATE. 

The body of the late King lay in 
state to the public from 10 a. m. to 2 
p.m. January 30. The casket in which 
the body came from California was 
placed on a table in the middle of the 
throne\\room. Over the table was 
spread a large feather cloak, which 
formerly’ belonged to Nahienaena, a 
chiefess of renown, sister of Kame- 
hameba I, Another feather cloak 
covered the casket, all but the glass 
front, through which was- visible the 
worn features of Kalakaua. About 
the middle of the coffin lid were 
crossed the sword ana scepter of state, 
draped, with the crown at the inter- 
section—mementoes of the grand coro- 
nation ceremony of 1883. Inside the 
west door were placed two large 
kahilis. Three large kahilis were on 
each side of the body, four at the head 
and three at the foot. On the sides, 
within the lines of the large Kahilis, 
stood six bearers of small kKahilis. who 
waved them to and fro in rythmic 
motion. One of the head kahilis, com- 
posed of the yellow feathers of the 
mamo, is named Kaolohaka, and is a 
family heirloom. 

‘Torches were burning in the room, 
they being symbols of the King’s de- 
scent. He was a descendant of the 
renowned chief Iwikauikaua, who 
burned his symbol’ of ancient rank 
and sovereignty in the day time, 
hence it is known among Hawaiians as 
the “Kukuiaikeawakea”’ (the torch 
that burns at midday.) Two Kanakas 
were noticed present who had observed 
the ancient disfiguring custom by 
shaving parte of the scalp. Th 
custom may be kept for any beloved 
one, whether chief or commoner, and 
is called or ‘“*mane- 
wanewa.’’ Notonly by the men shav- 
ing the head and the women clipping 
the hair, but by either sex breaking 
outa front tooth is the rite accom- 
plished. 

The Queen Dowager sat.at the head, 
resting on the brim of the casket, 
weeping inconsolably for him 
was not.”? Queen Liliuokalani was also 
present, evincipg deep emotion, as 
were other members of the royal fam- 
ily and household. Native subjects— 
‘men, women and children—kept up a 
continual wailing. Excepting in the 
time reserved for foreign representa- 
tives and domestic notables, there was 
a constant stream of the general public 
through the chamber of death. ublic 
schools attended in bodies, walkin 

through in procession. Admira 
Brown’s eyes were observed to be 
suffused with tears at the sight of his 
royal friend’s inanimate features. 
This was the only public day. Since 
then the band plays sacred music at 
the palace two hours every afternoon, 
and Bishop Willis conducts religious 
services there twice daily. In the 
evening the palace resounds with 
chants and wails in the ancient man- 
ner. 

PUBLIC EXPRESSIONS OF CONDOLENCE. 

The Supreme Court sat in banc Sat- 
urday, January 31, when the entire bar 
appeared to present resolutions in 
memory of the late King, who was 
once @ practicing attorney in the court, 
aiso in condolence with the bereaved 
Queens and in recognition of Admiral 
brown’s kind attentions to the King, 
living and dead. Several native and 
foreign barristers made speeches and 
tbe Chief Justice concluded a touching 
address by ordering the resolutions to 
be entered on the records. 

On Sunday Bishop Willis held a me- 
moriai service in St. Andrew’s Angli- 
can Cathedral, of which His late Ma- 
jesty was a communicant. His Lord- 
ehip preached an eloquent discourse, 
in which he gave facts to disprove any 
statements of the King’s lack of sin- 
cerity in his professed faith, Other 
local preachers referred to the national 
loss in fitting terms in their sermons. 

Two mass meetings of citizéns have 
passed resolations of condolence to the 
Queen Regent and Queen Dowager, 
and of gratitude to the United States, 
the State of California, the city of San 
Francisco and Admiral Brown. The 
tire department and Chamber of Com- 
merce have passed similar resolutions. 

It is safe to say that Admiral Brown 
stands second to no man on the islands 
in popularity, op account of bis more 
than brotherly devotion to the King’s 
presence and to his memory, In every 
assembly when his name is mentioned, 
it is the signal for applause. The 
Hawaiians, even those whose senti- 
ments toward the person of the late 
sovereign may have been equivocal, 
love the gallant Admiral because he 
showed kindness toan alii of their 
race and nation. 

The court proclamation, prescribing 
a season of mourning apparel to pri- 
vate ladies and gentlemen, as well as 
to officials, is generally obeyed. LBusi- 
ness houses besides the pubiic build- 
ings are almost universally decked in 
mourning of various designs. 

THE FUNERAL. 

The funeral is appointed for the 15th 
inst., Sunday, and will be one of the 
greatest pageants ever witnessed in 
Honolulu.

Native ars | 
was very effectually promoted by t 
revolution of 1887, as, however divided 
on the question of dynasty or general 
politics, there was practically a aa 
eyed feeling of resentment provoked

Within a few days of the expected 
arrival of the King to resume his 
throne, whispers of a plot to prevent 
his doing so were in circulation. 
These rumors were given a degree of 
credence from the observed activity of 
certain foreign adventurers and native 
malcontents. Some of the suspected 
foreigners seemed to show their hands 
by exhibitions of embarrassment ill- 
concealed, at the sudden turn of affairs 
caused by the arrival of the Charleston 
on her sorrowful mission. If they 
rested any hopes of connivance on the 
os part, by her ambition being 
fully excited to accept their aid, these 
hopes were now blasted by her con- 
stitutional accession without thanks 
There are few, however, 
who believe, if a sinister movement 
was in existence, that its authors had 
the courage or the resources to attempt 
the stroke. Only this much is known, 
that, before the knowledge of the 
King’s death was an hour old, frantic 
endeavors were made by certain poli- 
ticlans to gain interyiews with Her 
new Majesty. These being frustrated, 
a message ‘was transmitted to the 
Queen, to the effect that a plot was on 
foot to keep her off the throne, and 
warning her to look out! 

i Queen Liliuokalani is generally 
credited with a sound discretion that 
will keep her from doing anything 
rashly. Probably nobody need advise 
her that her crown can be placed in 


safer Keeping than if entrusted to per- — 


sons who had tried to involve her in 
mischievous enterprises for their own 
selfish advantage. 

About the only question at present 
deemed a tangible one is whether the 
Queen will try to supply berself with a 
new cabinet, or allow the pool of 
affairs to remain placid uhtil rippled by 
the general election due a year hence. 
There is no-doubt that the business 
community and the conservative ele- 
ments generally would prefer to see the 
present ministers recommissioned, and 
probably this preference is entertained 
even by most of those who have confi- 
dence that Her Majesty’s choice of men 
would be wise in the event of her mak- 
inga change. There are strong rea- 
sons to be derived from tbespirit of the 
fundamental law—its letter not exactly 
fitting the existing conditions—why the 
present ministers should bold office un-

of the case should, if they demand a 
new ministry, require a new legislature 
also.

commercial and industrial activity. 
IRATE PHYSICIANS. 

Drs. Trosseau and McGrew, pbhysic- 
ians to His late Majesty, are much 
annoyed at statements published in 
San Francisco tothe efiect that they 
bad advised in favor of his making the 
trip. It was well known here within 
a day~or-two of the King’s departure, 
that Dr. Trousseau declined emphat- 
ically to recommend him to the jour- 
ney, telling His Majesty that with his 
malady the change of climate would 
ne taken at the peril of his life. In- 
deed, discussion of the matter had bo- 
come so common that the well-in- 
formed residents were prepared for 
the worst when they first heard of 
the King’s indisposition.

THE WHITECHAPEL FIEND. 


More Evidence Against the Man 
Arrested as the Ripper. 

Lonpon, Feb. Cable and 
Associated Press.| The latest discov- 
ery in connection with the White- 
chapel murder bids fair to connect 
Saddler, now in custody, with the 
crime. The police have a dangerous 
looking knife stained with bioeod and 
showing traces of having recently 
been washed. The blood-stains were 
examined microscopically by a surgeon 
who has no doubt the stains are those 
ot human blood. The knife has been 
traced to possession of Saddler. 

From the time it became known that 
Saddler was arrested and formally 
charged with the murder of “Carroty 
Nell” the greatest excitement prevailed 
in and about Whitechapel. The Step- 
ney police station, where the prisoner 
is detained, is surrounded by a vast 
crowd of people, mostly women. Wild 
threats ,of lynching and tearing the 
prisoner to pieces are uttered by ex- 
cited females. When the man was 
removed to the police court an immense 
force of police was employed and every 
precaution was necessary in ordor to 
prevent the mob from lynching the 
prisoner. 

Opinions differ as to whether the 
murderer is ‘Jack, the Ripper.” In- 
habitants of Whitechapel believe he is, 
but the police have not committed 
themselves to an opinion on the 
subject.

CHIVAGO, Feb. 16.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Secretary George J. 
Gibson of the Whisky Trust has been 
indicted by the grand jury, and to- 
morrow, barring flight, will probably 
be again arrested and compelled to 
give bailin the State courts in addi- 
tion to the $20,000 in Federal bonds 
already piled against him.

The tendency 
to elect to the Senate and the House 
menu who are rich, and who would never 
have been thought of for such office ex- 
eept for their riches, is already so 
strong asto be alarming, and yet the 
Nation goes on year after year neglect- 
ing one perfectly obvious way to resist 
it. Make the salary of a Congressman 
large enough for one to live as well at 
the close of the century as a Senator or 
a Representative lived at its beginning, 
and seats which now often go without a 
contest to unqualified millionaires will 
again be sought by men who are capa-

A Citizen Speaks a Word for 
. the Companies. 


‘Two SIDES TO EVERY QUESTION. 


Other Locals of Interest—Two Bad 


People Who Formerly Lived 
Among Us-Tennis Notes.

A citizen of considerable prominence 
who is well up on matters local, yester- 


day greeted Tne Tres reporter about 


as follows: “Say, don’t you think 
you’ve been sailing into the railroad 
people pretty hard of late?”’ 

The reporter ventured to assert to 
the contrary, whereupon the first 
speaker continued: ‘‘There are two 
sides toevery question, and although I 
don’t own a dollar’s worth of stock 


in either of our railroads, I am 
free to say that their side 
of the late controversy bas 
not been heard. What’s all the 


fuss about anyhow? Simply because 
the price of commutation tickets was 
raised from $5 to $7 a month, and how 
many people does this effect? I’ll ven- 
ture to assert there are not over forty 
reguiur Pasadena commuters to Los 
Angeles. This means a gain of $80 to 
the road per month. As to limiting 
the 25 cent round-trip tickets to one 
day, this proves of comparatively littie 
inconvenience, as the great majority of 
purchasers of "such tickets go and re- 
turn to Los Angeles the same day. 

“Now I know what 1 am talking 
about,’’ the speaker went on with some 
vehemence, “and I’m willing to assert 
in all contidence that tbe Terminal 
road, whose traflic is purely local; does 
not come near paying expenses at pres- 
ent, and I’!l further assert that none of 
the suburban towns of the large east- 
ern cities enjoy lower, if as low, rail- 
road rates as does Pasadena, and this 
notwithstanding the fact that coal 
costs double here what it does there, 
with corresponding heavier expenses 
in other directions.

af FOOD WASTE, 


Max O’Rell on the Menus at Ameri- 
can Hotels. 
INorth American Review.1 

The thing which, perhaps, strikes 
me most disagreeably in an American 
hote) dining-room, is the sight of the 
tremendous waste of food that goes on 
atevery meal. No European, J sup- 
pose, can failto be struck with this: 
but to a Frenchman it would naturally 
be most remarkable. In France, 
where, I venture to say, people live as 
well as anywhere else, if not better, 
there is a perfect horror of anything 
like waste of good food. It is to me, 
therefore, a repulsive thing to see the 
wanton manner in which some Ameri- 
caus will waste enough at one 
meaito feed several hungry fellow- 
creatures. Inthe large hotels con- 
ducted on the American plan there 
are rarely fewer than fifty different 
dishes on the menu at dinner-time. 
Every day and at every meal you may 
see people order three or four times as 
much of this food as they could under 
any circumstances eat, and, picking at 
and spoiling one dish after another, 
sending the bulk away uneaten. I am 
bound to say that this practice ia not 
only observed in hotels where the 
charge is so much a day, but in those 
conducted on the European plan—that 
is to say, where you pay for everything 
you order. There I notice that people 
proceed in much the same wasteful 
fashion. It is evidently not a desire to 
have more than is paid for, but simply 
abad and ugly habit. I hold that 
about five hundred hungry people 
could be fed outofthe waste that is 
going on at such large hotels as the 


Hotel of Chicago—and I bave no doubt 
such 500 hungry people could easily be 
found in Chicago every day. “a

THE SAN DIEGO-YUMA SCHEME 


More extursions President Cable 
in the City—Southern Pacific 
Trainmen and Their 
Grievances. 


The closing of the gap on the coast line of 
the Southern Pacific between Elwood and 
Santa Margarita is dependent upon the suc- 
cess of the effort to raise the required 
$20,000. The committee which has under- 
taken to raise this amount of money has 
issued certificates, duly signed, stamped 
and numbered, forsums ranging from $1 
upward. These have been placed in the 
hands of solicitors who are making a can- 
vass of the regior most directly interested, 
and who are thus prepared to receive sub- 
scriptions in any amount without publish- 
ing the names of the contributors, This is 
expected to sacure many small subscriptions 
which could ‘pte obtained at all in the 
ordinary way. ' 


THAT ROAD TO YUMA. 

Now the lawyers are investigating the 
legal questions involved in the proposition 
to have San Diego county issue bonds to 
raise money for constructing that greatly- 
desired road to Yuma. The sanguine 
friends of the project do not see any insir- 
mountable legal obstacles, but the District 
Attorney has been asked for an opinion on 
the matter to make it sure. The distance 
by air-line is 160 miles, but as railroads are 
not builton air-lines in a hilly country, a 
length of 200 miles is conceded to te neces- 
sary. The cost of the roadis estimated at 
from $3,000,000 to $5,000,000, with a prob- 
ability of itexceeding the largersum. The 
hope that the Southern Pacific would build 
a spur-track to meet the San Diego road part 
way is visionary at the best.

A recent order on thie Southern Pacific 
prohibits the carrying of oil caus in the bag- 
gage cars, Frequent annoying leakages are 
given as the reason for the order. 

Superintendent Muir of the Southern Pa- 
vific is expected to return today from Tuc 
son. His wife, who has been ill there for 
some time, is reported much better. 

©. C. Carpenter, traveling freight and 
passenger agent of the Sadta Fé at El Paso, 
and A. 1, Eaton, traveling passenger agent 
of the Vandalia, with headquarters at the 
game place, were in Los Augeles looking 
over the ground.
